Home Economist’s Letter

These New Fabrics 

Today, we hear so much about 
the "Miracle" fabrics—that is the 
new synihesied ' textile fibers- — 
Nylon, Dynel, Acriian, Orlo.-i, Dac- 
lon and others. We are told they 
wash beautuully, c^ry “in a flash" 
and require nj iromng. Neverthe¬ 
less, I think we should u idei stand 
that to give the best service these 
fibers should be treated wuth some 
care. All fabric constructions made 
from these fibers don't have the 
same degree of washability—just 
as with cotton, some are of less 
sturdy construction than others 
and must be handled more care¬ 
fully. 

These synthesized textile fibers 
absorb much less moisture than do 
cotton, rayon, wool or acetate. 
Therefore stains carried into the 
fabric from water solutions won't 
penetrate deeply into the fiber. 
The cleansing then is actually just 
a matter of washing the dirt off 
the surface. In the warm summer 
weather we may find this lack of 
absorbency a disadvantage because 
such fabrics won't absorb perspir¬ 
ation, hence they have very -little 
cooling effect. So for summer wear 
don’t forget that cotton seersucker 
and '.textured” rayon are easy to 
wash, require no ironing and are 
very absorbent as well. 

Many of our synthetic fibers are 
blended with other fibers--the 
fabric resulting should be treated 
as one would handle the most de¬ 
licate fibre present. Therefore, if it 
is a blend of Dacron and wool— 
you'll be wise to treat it as if 
it were wool. ' 

Remember, too, that the dye¬ 
stuff used in the fabric may not be 
washable under the same condit¬ 
ions which the textile fiber' can be 
safely cleansed. Road labels care*- 
fully and proceed with caution 
Beware of suits and coats of Syn¬ 
thetics which are advertised as en¬ 
tirely washable—the pocket mat¬ 
erial, the interlining, the lining, 
the shoulder pads must be wash¬ 
able and colorfast too before you 
can do a successful job of home 
laundering. 

Always wash white synthetics 
apart from colored articles--they 
have a definite tendency to pick 
up color. Remove food stains <es- , 
pecially grease* from such gar¬ 
ments before they are washed— 
washing seems to set this type of 
stain on synthetic fibers. 

Use a good neutral soap or syn¬ 
thetic detergent in washing these 
fibers—soap is best for white be¬ 
cause it gives greater freedom 
from discoloration. 

Wash very fragile garments by 
hand. 

Use wash water of a fairly low 
temperature—this reduces the dan 
ger of heat scaling wrinkles in the 
fabric or of removing permanent 
pleats and various other surface 
effects. 

Dacron ind Orion blouses and 
shirts tend to pick up dirt rather 
permanently around the neckbands 
and sleeve cufs. Rub these a teas 
with a soft brush using a good 
wetting agent such as synthetic 
detergent or hair shampoo. 

Often such garments will look 
belter if just touched up a bit with 
the iron—remember always to use 
a relatively cool iron because all 
these synthesized fibers are soften¬ 
ed by heat. 

You might Find it necessary to 
bleach white synthetic fabrics. A 
mild chlorine bleach (dilute sol¬ 
ution) can be used on white Dac¬ 
ron, Orion, Dynel and Acriian if 
the fibers are not mixed with oth¬ 
ers that might be yellowed by 
chlorine. Peroxide is a preferred 


bleach for white nylon- some spe¬ 
cific Nylon bleaches are successful 
too. 

Practice good buymanship whe¬ 
ther buying natural or synthetic 
fiber. Consider — Color fastness; 
Shrinkage Control; Fabric con¬ 
struction; Garment construction. 
And keep asking for informative 
.labels.

Treat Cattle for Lice During Fall 

According to ‘ R. H. Painter, 
Livestock Insect Liaison Officer at 
Lethbridge, lice are without a 
doubt, the second most important 
livestock pest, being second only to 
the warble fly. According to work 
that has been done during the pasit 
ytars it is known that 90 percent 
of Alberta cattle are lousy to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

The most satisfactory contirol 
measure that can be used at the 
present time is to spray during the 
fall, any time from Sepiember on 
until the advent of cold weather. 
Spraying should be done using a 
high pressure, similar to spraying 
for warbles. For the job to be ef¬ 
fective it is necessary to spray 
twice at 14 to 18 day intervals, and 
care must be taken to see that the 
animal is thoroughly sprayed. In 
order to get at the hard-to-get-at 
places such as the flank and 


three-nozzle 


along the brisket a 
gun with a 4 foot shaft, known as 
a weed spray gun or a fog gun is 
of considerable help. This partic¬ 
ular gun should be equipped witli 
discs having 4/64 inch apertures. 
M hen using it care should be tak¬ 
en to 9ee that the animals are 
thoroughly covered. 

llhere are several chemicals that 
are effective for louse control, 
among these are Rotenone, Pyre- 
thrum, MethozyolTlor, DDT, Lin¬ 
dane, Chlordane and Toxaphene. 
The chemical to use depends on 
Whether dairy cattle or beef cattle‘ 
are to be treated. Some of the 
above mentioned products are stor 
ed in the body fat. and for this 
reason are prohibited for use on 
dairy cattle, apd they are chlor¬ 
dane. Lindane, DOT, Toxaphene or 
any olher chemiqals belo:iging to 
ihe chlorinated hydrocarbon group 
Young calves should not be spray¬ 
ed wtth Lindane, Chlordane or 
Toxaphene. These three chemicals 
should not be used on any animals 
If they are to be slaughtered with¬ 
in a month after the material is 
applied. The Rotenone compounds, 
Methoxychlor and the Pyre- 
thrums may be used on dairy or 
bt^f cattle, and leave no residues 
or serious alter effects. 

Fall treatment is easier and 
much more effective than attempt 
ing to treat during the winrter, 
when the lice population may be¬ 
come very heavy. Dusting an ani¬ 
mal require* more lime than spray
